Well, the Aeromart at Oshkosh burped up a BC-312 last Wednesday- and I just 
got it home tonight. (aeromart: the consignment sales tent at the 
Experimental Aircraft Association's annual fly-in at Oshkosh, WI. The 
biggest airshow in the world- 13,000 airplanes, 800,000 people- a real zoo, 
but me and my Cessna 140 love it.) 


VERY clean, complete with shockmount, essentially unmodified (a switch

The COSMOS PTO is an animal of a different sort. What you see is the 
linearitiy adjustment(s)!!! Each of the "bits of metal" are adjustment 
screws. The Linearity is adjustable from the outside of the case, unlike 
the Collins deisgned ones in which you have to move each of the many little 
plates in the “corrector stack" inside the can. 


The COSMOS linarity adjustment mechanism is a flexible plate and roller 
system similar to that perfected by General Radio and used in thier RLC 
bridges like the GR-650. As you tune the PTO, those little adjustment 

screws pass by the window. I think there is one for each 100kc or 50kc 
point throughout the range. 


The LINEARITY adjustement is NOT the END POINT adjustment. 


I believe that the COSMOS PTO does in fact have a separate end-pont 
adjustment. I'd have to dig out articles from HSN to confirm that (or 
extract one of the PTO's from my recievers.) As I remember it, access to 
the end-point adjustment is through a cap which is very hard to see. 


Tom Marcotte, TFMA@chevron.com and I have talked obout writing an article 
for HSN (Hollow State News) or ER on this topic, but we have not yet done 
it. E-mail him for more details. (I'll help, too. This is a favorite 
topic.)

The ARC-1 was a late WW-II vintage aircraft command transceiver 
used by the Navy and produced by Western Electric. 

It saw service all the way to Vietnam. Many were 
converted to 12 VDC use by rewiring (you'll see red 
plastic wires in the back) and using a DY-10 dynamotor. 
It operates from 100-155 MHZ using a single crystal 
for each channel. The crystal frequency formula is: 
Crystal freq = ((Oper. freq - 9.72 Mhz)/18)x 1000 or 
Oper. freq = ((Crystal freq x 18)/1000) + 9.72 Mhz. 

The transmitter outputs about 8 watts. The rig has 
dual receivers, a "Guard Channel" receiver being in 
continuous operation and mixed with the output of the 
comm-channel receiver.

There are a variety of epoxies and other cements on the market today. 
Any of the group marked for gasoline engine repair or high temperature 
use should be usable. Grid cap applications will not run as hot as 
plate cap situations just because of the nature of the vacuum tube. 


The classic probably is sauereisen cement (also called insalute cement). 
It has been made by Central Sceintific Co. The note in the Handbook 

of Chemistry and Physics states that this cement withstands temperatures 
to 590 C and that it is useful for joining glass and ceramic to metal. 


Hope this helps.

>Your recommendation about a metal slab (aluminum) for the SX-100 is 
probably a good one. I don't think you will need 3/4" though. I fixed [my 
Heath HR-10] by cutting a bottom plate from a 1/8" thick aluminum rack 
panel. It fixed all kinds of woes... 


Although I will admit that I tend to favor overengineering in general, I 
doubt that 1/8" rack panel will fix an SX-100 (though anything will surely 
improve it). Certainly 1/2" aluminum would work. One thing I didn't 
mention the first time around is that some fair removal of material for 
ventilation would be appropriate--the underchassis runs pretty hot. The 
thickness of the plate would need to account for the weakening from the 
ventilation. I envisioned 1/2" or 3/4" plate, milled out into a nice, sturdy 
web skeleton (maybe with the Hallicrafters "H" EDMed into it).... (Talk 
about silk purses.) In the end I decided it was better for both of us for 
me to sell it and get something suitably overdesigned by its maker. As it 
turns out, I'm still looking.
